Vaste Paper Campaign, designed meet the WPB’s esti- 
mated for 667,000 tons waste paper per month, 
swinging into stride. The past month showed mill receipts 
530,000 tons, slight gain over December.

tional campaign committee. While noting that the decline 
inventory the paper board mills was stopped December 
for the first time, warned that supplies are still far below 
requirements.

Firms which not choose 
participate the plan must follow Budget 
setup for the city which states that Class establishments, 
which include the great majority book binderies and print- 
ing plants, may not hire full-time workers except those re- 
ferred the Employment Service, veterans within 
days discharge, youths less than years age. 


GLUE COMES THROUGH breaths relief were 
distinctly audible from binders first effects the new glue 
allocation order (WPB M-300) made themselves felt for the 
current quarter. Fears that the order might used for 
drastic curtailment glue supplies, happily were not borne 
out. With few exceptions, flexible glue, well the hide and 
extracted varieties, are forthcoming fairly satisfactory quan- 
tities, according reports sent from key centers 
throughout the country.

Spring meeting approves committee’s work, hears 


reports future markets, supplies, and labor 


Some 
the Book Manufacturers Institute sped homeward 
from their annual spring meeting, held April and 
the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, N.Y.C., carrying away 
plenty mental fodder chew on. The menu for 
thought—and possible divided between 
postwar plans and the immediate problems labor and 
bookmaking supplies. 

They had heard some the country’s leading publish- 
ers express generally optimistic views concerning the 
peace-time future, and had voted continue the func- 
tioning their own postwar planning committee toward 
the possibilities nation-wide survey determine 
future marketing and distribution trends. Among other 
things, the survey would attempt discover exactly what 
making the book market tick today, and the 
chances for its continuance comparable scale. 
regards the more immediate future, they had heard 
direct reports from representatives the paper and 
board industry, well Government officials. These 
reports proved not too rosy character. 

President Robert Wessman (J. Tapley Co.) 
opened the 2-day meeting with comment the indus- 
omnipresent difficulties securing statistics, con- 


presenting obstacles the determination trends. 


emphasized the necessity providing some means 
for gathering such data, only provide federal agen- 
cies that information which they are seeking. 

The president’s brief address was followed the re- 
port the treasurer, Disney (J. Valentine) 
who reported quite solvent condition. was followed 
Sidney Satenstein (American Book-Stratford Press) 
who gave the eagerly awaited report the Postwar 
Marketing and Distribution Committee. 

Appointed the annual convention Chicago last 
fall, the committee consists Satenstein, chairman; 
Wilhelm (Kingsport Press); Benjamin Zevin 
(Commercial Bookbinding Co.); Herbert Shrifte (H. 
Book Mfg. Co.); and Don Brock (Brock Ran-

“to expand and 


TOLD the many sessions and long debates 
held the committee during its study the main topic, 
which summarized “how expand and hold new 
markets built for books during the war.” The committee, 
explained, had studied the researches other indus- 
tries regarding similar problems, and had resolved dis- 
cussion about the following general topics for investiga- 
tion: reading trends; paper-covered books; reprints; low 
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price first editions; combination offers; changes for- 
mat. Also meriting study, the committee believed, was 
examination the value books new sales item 
for retailers assorted merchandise and what effect 
this might have manufacturing changes. 

the request the members present, Satenstein read 
parts the approach the study, suggested two 
the research organizations interviewed the com- 
One these recommended that two months 
spent preliminary work, and the formulation test 
questionnaire. Another month would spent dis- 
cussing from all angles, make certain that the 
queries covered all the important points, after which 
about months would spent field work. When the 
accumulated facts had been thoroughly sifted, full 
report would issued. The survey plan further pro- 
vided for re-check made some six months later. 
Costs the survey were estimated between $17,000 
and $25,000. 

The speaker declared that the committee was the 
opinion that the report should published permanent 
form, similar the Sheney economic survey [1932], 
and that process, might easily made self-liquidat- 
ing project, through sales publishers, other interested 
persons, and libraries. 

That the committee had not been meekly unanimous 
over the report, was indicated the remarks both 
Zevin and Brock, when called upon for their comments. 
Zevin declared that the committee whole felt that the 
survey would some value, but that the degree was 
debatable. Brock wanted reassurance that the expense 
was undertaken, the members would actually benefit, 
would it, asked, wind mere excursion imto 
phrase which was frequently 
used before the convention was over. 


approach the problem 


the investigators proposed personal interviews 
and questionnaires for publishers, manufacturers, job- 
bers, dealers, other distributors, educational and church 
bodies, libraries, and the general public, effort 
secure data which would show the trend sales, formats, 
and reader interest. Questions asked book stores, for 
example, would seek the percentage increase de- 
crease sales and the role price; while chain and 
department stores would queried their turnover 
books, the ratio space and personnel sales, and the 
margin profit, well plans for postwar bookselling. 


The value such survey, Satenstein pointed out, 
extremely practical. With understanding 


America’s future book needs, manufacturers would have 
some sort guide which would help them determine 
new production methods and formats, types new ma- 
chinery purchase, and which fields book manu- 
facture, expansion likely occur. 

concluding his report, Satenstein reported that 
book publishers were vitally interested the results 
such survey. Several the textbook field, noted, 
were deeply concerned over the effect upon book sales 
visual education and other cultural changes. 

His closing remark was note that when the Com- 
mittee for Economic Development had asked the BMI 
for certain data postwar markets, etc., the industry 
was unable supply much value. 


the board front 

James formerly with the WPB and now 
assistant Tinker the American Paper Pulp 
Association, presented none too rosy summary the 
paper and board situation. The industry has operating 
program calling for the production 16,800,000 tons for 
but this total growing percentage the original 
pulp being converted board for containers, shell 
packings, etc. Whereas 1942, book paper production 
was approximately 52% total paper production, 
dropped 49.6% and this year’s production 
estimated remain the vicinity the rate. The 
program calls for the production 1,398,000 tons 
book paper, which Ritchie broke down thus: 


Commercial Printing 46% 
Magazines 35% 
Books 11% 
Miscellaneous 


The speaker declared that any prediction beyond 
single quarter was extremely risky. discussing pros- 
pects improvements said that inventories pulp 
have been dangerously reduced during the past few 
months but now show slightly encouraging gain, due 
increased production Canada and the addition pris- 
oners the labor forces the American woods. 

It’s different tune, however, board. Ritchie de- 
clared that the waste paper situation, despite all the 
attempts bolster collections, was still bad. cited 
the fact that England salvages 68% her recoverable 
waste paper, while the trails with only 43% 
salvage. the address, the salvage situation 
has improved considerably. 

Another dose bitter medicine the board situation 
was given the assemblage Harris the Mead 
Sales Co., who predicted complete allocation all types 
board—container board already restricted—and 
hinted that binders might find themselves allowed only 
80% what they might assume they would need. 

“Ordinarily,” Harris remarked, plants use waste 
paper, now 500 do. Forty-five per cent all production 
set aside for war work.” 

The speaker added further bad news with the com- 
ment that binders might possibly estimate their quarterly 
needs for the second quarter, April, for example, and 
actually get delivery September. 

discussion, question Bert Wolff (H. Wolff Bk. 
Mfg.), who wanted know why board mills did not 
make less than 50pt. single thickness board, brought out 
the reply that was choice between manpower and 
material. The production thinner board necessitates 
more labor—while sheetage gained, labor time lost. 


ship more board 


THE NEXT SPEAKER, Miss Caroline Lloyd, representing 
binders board manufacturers, summarized for her atten- 
tive audience the efforts this group maintain pro- 


duction and normal The manufac- 
turers, she said, shipped more board for book- 
binding purposes 1943 than record which 
was maintained largely heavy withdrawals from 
inventory. 

Miss Lloyd urged book manufacturers take greater 
interest local salvage drives the theory that every 
pound waste paper they helped rout out, would help 
their own situation that much more. Despite the mount- 
ing use board production facilities for such products 
shell packing, rings, etc., she declared that far the 
binders board producers had been able meet all 
ernment orders and directives, well the increased 
demand from their regular bookbinding customers, but 
that they could make predictions for the future. 

the conclusion Miss Lloyd’s talk, the members 
called recess for refreshment and luncheon, and di- 
version from the serious reports they had digested dur- 
ing the lengthy morning session. The guest speaker 
the luncheon was Robert Wilder, feature writer and re- 
porter the Sun, and author current best 
seller, “Mr. Strings Along.” was careful di- 
vest his talk any reference the cares, trials, 
have-you his audience. Instead gave them pleas- 
ant interlude anecdotes his experiences re- 
porter Latin-America. 

Col. Palmer was have been the first speaker 
the afternoon, but owing the pressure affairs 
Washington, was unable attend. his place, 
General Counsel Raymond Tiffany introduced 
Johnson, assistant director the Committee Eco- 
nomic Development, who unfolded the program the 
CED for helping business plan jobs for the thousands 
service men who will return after the war. 


how the CED works 

JOHNSON EXPLAINED that CED was organizing every 
city over 10,000 population which contained any indus- 
try, and date, had booked CED committees 1724 
such communities. described series pamphlets 
salesmanship which had been prepared for the CED 
the best sales brains the country,” and similar 
enterprise the field industrial design. One the 
highlights the committee’s program, the offering 
sales and merchandising counsel business men who 
want know how they can maintain their present em- 
ployment peaks. 

The speaker emphatically asserted that business must 
prepare for global market the postwar world and 
develop new products order maintain high levels 
employment and sales. closing, reassured the 
audience that books had been included the CED’s sur- 
vey postwar markets various industries, and ap- 
pealed for his listeners’ support the CED’s campaign. 

The balance the afternoon’s program offered the 
manufacturers chance look into what’s going 
publishers’ minds, the latter attempted put into 
few words their own guesses and impressions 
going happen—if anything does—to the book market 
after the war. From the mass predictions, opinions, 
statistics, and optimism reflected the speakers, 
least reasonably favorable picture the future was 
certainly gained. 


export horizon brightest 

THE EXPORT MARKET one the brightest spots the 
horizon, George Brett Macmillan argued, discus- 
sing the future trade books. based his prediction 
upon the premise that English would soon the second 
language the entire world, due the worldwide mili- 
tary operations English-speaking people. The busi-

tutes one the vital phases soldier training the 
present war. war which technicians play 
highly important roles. order prepare these soldier 
technicians for active duty, textbooks the million are 
necessary. Not only that, but the instruction books are 
constantly being revised include new developments 
and inventions evolved through military ingenuity 
order keep ahead the demands modern warfare. 

Fort Monmouth, New Jersey, where the Eastern 
Signal Corps Training Center located, complete 
printing and pamphlet binding plant operated. Last 
year more than half million textbooks were produced 
the plant for use the Corps’ Enlisted Men’s School, 
Candidate School, and Officer’s School. Thou- 
sands military personnel pass through these schools 
each year, with the textbooks—in many cases the only 
printed matter many communications courses—taking 
essential part the training. addition the 
books, the plant also produces the hundreds varied 
forms needed for the schools and the Eastern Signal 
Corps Training Center. They include such 
bunk tag cards, passes, and thousands invoice forms. 
The post’s weekly newspaper, Signal Corps Message, 
also produced the plant. 


semi-civilian plant ferce 


turn out this work, there modern, well- 
equipped bindery and print shop requiring the services 
persons, whom are Civil Service employees, 
the rest, enlisted men. peak production periods, the 
plant operates hours day. Bindery equipment con- 
sists Dexter double-lot machine folder, Boston 
No. and Boston No. wire stitchers, Brackett strip- 
per, Seybold 44”, and Chandler Price 34” paper 
cutters. Gathering and binding done hand, with the 


aid Plegar revolving table accommodating half 
dozen girl workers. The finished books are side-wire- 
stitched and then stripped. 

There large percentage women employed the 
plant, and Dentler, civilian Long Branch, 
J., mechanical supervisor, speaks highly 
their efficiency. They operate the folder, the stitchers, 
the stripper, hand-fed C&P press, and mimeograph 
machines, well doing the gathering. “They’re turn- 
ing out excellent says Dentler, adding that since 
the collection pages and the binding manual, 
calls for constant concentration. 

The print shop has both Intertype and Monotype 
for typesetting. Four presses the printing; high- 
speed flatbeds—a Miehle vertical, Kelly “B”, and 
Miller Major—and the C&P hand press. addition, 
there are Multilith and mimeograph machines. With 
the exception the hand press, all typesetting and 
printing done enlisted men. 

Dentler had word say about the importance 
good design, composition, and makeup. “Almost all our 
pages contain illustrations, usually ‘cut in’ the regu- 
lar body type and other methods,” explained. 
“Holding student’s interest the books not only de- 
pends the manner which the material written 
and upon the illustrations, but upon the way which 
presented typographically.” 


steady stream new editions 


ALL are cleared through Maj. Frank 
Wright, secretary the Eastern Signal Corps schools, 
and into job envelopes with necessary written in- 
structions, just regular commercial plant.

Proof- 
reading, author’s okays and revisions, follow usual ‘pro- 
cedures.

put. All page forms, after printing, are held stand- 
ing, for possible reprints later. Reprintings, with re- 
visions, are frequent, because the study courses are con- 
stantly being changed and improved line with new 
technical developments, equipment and teaching methods.

charge plan adopted 


Binders and printers agree standard terms, 


limitation free period for 


ers England have worked out system storage 
charges publishers which went into effect April Ist. 
view the fact that the problem this country long 
has needed some sort satisfactory solution, brief 
review the terms the English agreement should 
interest industry members here. 

The final terms were arrived after two years con- 
sultation between the Book Printers Section and the 
Publishers’ Binders Group the British Federation 
Master Printers, who conferred frequently with the 
Publishers’ Association. The announced aim the con- 
siderations was arrive agreement which would 
fair the printers and binders, and the same time 
cause minimum disturbance publishers. 

During the pre-war days England large stocks 
books and sheets accumulated under free storage pro- 
visions. Loss stocks through war damage and the 
subsequent clearing stored material due the 
paper shortage and the demand for new books, brought 
the situation head. was considered that now was 
time get things clear, efficient basis, for 
other reason than provide method more fre- 
quent checks stored stocks. 


annual check list 


Ist, binders and printers will present 
publishers yearly check list all storage stocks. 
clause the agreement provides for free storage (ex- 
cept under special circumstances) for period three 
years. Opposite each storage item carried the check 
list entered the date printing. this date 
printing which sets the time which storage charges 
made for any books sheets for which definite order 
for delivery received prior the date the stock 
list. other words, item due for storage 
charge, the publisher can avoid the charge puts 
the hands the printer binder definite delivery 
order—provided the order received before the date 
issuance the stock list. Terms regarding the transfer 
printed sheets from one binder another also are in- 
cluded the agreement. Even though the move made 
during free storage period, the binder who has trans- 
fer the sheets entitled charge storage rates for the 
time held the stock. Special provisions are included 


for publishers who have large storage accounts. the 
publisher wishes, may make arrangements for the 
permanent hire warehouse storage space for his 
own requirements, paying the binder printer fair 
market price for the rental and labor services required. 


scale charges 


THE SCALE MINIMUM books based 
two classifications—one called the scale,” the other 
the “unit The first covers the three most generally 
used British book sizes. Charges are graduated per 1,000 
books according number pages—16-32, 33-64, 65- 
160, 161-192. Over 192 are charged per completed 
Page count does not include cases covers. The unit 
covers large, small, odd sizes outside those 
the fixed scale. The charges here are broken down into 
units, the number units depending upon additions and 
multiples size and number pages. The units are 
compiled chart form and charges are based per 1,000 
books. Given size and number pages, column 
check the scale supplies the number units. 
The number units, multiplied the fixed charge 
per unit, furnishes the total charge. 

The Publishers’ Association England has not be- 
stowed complete official blessing all terms the 
agreement. letter the BFMP, however, ex- 
pressed appreciation the fact that many the points 
brought forward the publishers had been met, and 
thanked the BFMP for opportunities afforded the pub- 
lishers for numerous conferences while the agreement 
was being drawn up. The agreement least provides 
working formula for procedure solve the storage 
problem. 

Meanwhile there are indications that the law di- 
minishing supply and increasing demand may helping 
straighten out things this country, least partially. 
The booming book market, plus the paper shortage, has 
many publishers scanning their lists unbound titles 
see they can turn seller. Already number 
binders have received orders pull out old printed 
matter gathered between covers. 

The present situation, course, does dispose 
the matter permanently. The results obtained Eng- 
land the agreement goes into effect can watched 
the industry here possible trial and error guide 
some sort similar action this side the water.

been received from book manufacturers 
England, Canada, and South America the possibil- 
ities obtaining bookbinding machinery from the 
before after the war ends. The question export, 
however, inextricably bound with host other 
problems which have been created the war and which 
will assert themselves the day the guns cease firing. 

February 1943, with the passage L-226, the 
production virtually all graphic arts machinery step- 
ped. “Since that date,” according Schreiner, Ma- 
chinery and Motive Products Unit the Department 
Commerce, has been very limited production, only 
with the approval the WPB, for making extremely 
necessary replacements. Exports, course, have been 
likewise restricted. The industry whole actively 
engaged war production various items the pres- 
ent time, and would appear that this condition will 
continue for time least.” 

The cessation production has naturally. brought 
about acute shortage supplies and machinery, one 
with which every American bookbinder too familiar 
need any further explanation. Replacement parts, 
available only after considerable red tape, not answer 
the problems bookbinders whose machines must reach 
double, and sometimes triple, their normal output while 
manned relatively new, inexperienced hands who have 
replaced drafted craftsmen. The wear and tear bind- 
ing machinery, and the reserves being set aside for post- 
war purchases, seem indicate seller’s market after 
the war. Bookbinders’ demands, backed cash-on- 
the-line dollars that speak aloquently, will keep graphic 
arts machinery plants going. only natural that each 
company will serve old friends first. 

“It our opinion,” one leading manufacturer told 
“based inquiries hand, and letters from our 
agents abroad, that will doubt enjoy very brisk 
export business when are again permitted serve 
our trade. expect serve our friends abroad just 
see how much can sell home first and serve them 
afterwards. other words, they will receive equal con- 
sideration respect orders.” 

the extent export trade then dependent upon the 
good-will the manufacturer? Not necessarily, for one 
must take into consideration the important effects the 
global war upon the bookbinding and book production 
industry whole. 


effect war books 


THERE HAS BEEN ENORMOUS DESTRUCTION and dislocation 
foreign book printing and binding equipment. There 
will urgent necessity for the speedy production 
books order counteract the many years Nazified 
education the countries. The victory

postwar control industry 


sTILL TOO EARLY, however, discuss the possible 
effects that change the admanistration might have 
upon the book manufacturing industry. Business has 
been sharply critical government control. Whether 
postwar America will see continuation such “inter- 
ference” some sort self-regulation the part 
business remains seen. 

those concerned with postwar problems,” says 
August Maffry, Chief, International Economics and Sta- 
tistics Unit the Department Commerce, “although 
perhaps less among the general public, now 
commonplace that shortages both essentials and non- 
essentials cannot immediately made good; that the 
distribution purchasing power among the nations will 
have little relation the distribution needs; and that 
rationing, allocations, price control, and exchange restric- 
tions must continued during the interim period gross 
injustices and possibly disastrous boom-and-depression 
sequence along 1920-21 lines are avoided.” 

This opinion, based upon study trends 
all manufacturing industries, punctures the com- 
mon illusion over-night revolution production 
soon the Armistice signed. The collapse 
Germany Monday will not mean return peace- 
time conditions Tuesday. Nor will the surrender 
Japan the months following mean complete aband- 
onment war production. One must seriously consider 
the possibility that many temporary wartime adjust- 
ments may have become permanent fixtures the 
American economy. 

commenting upon future trade possibilities, 
Broadmeyer (John McAdams Sons) says, “The point 
that the necessary developments, which are stirring 
the imaginations the more inspired advertising writers, 
will take time and the majority cannot conceivably 
available the day after the armistice. All that can 
sure continued improvement. Steps toward that im- 
provement are initiated now, many the parts that 
will incorporated their postwar products are avail- 
able. From our past experience, then, are certain that 
many improvements, utilizing modern metals, plastics, 
electronic devices and what not, will appear, some 
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short time, some not five ten years, but, come they 
will. this are confident are Victory.” 


extent foreign trade 


binding machinery, tools, and accessories show the extent 
foreign trade. The figures for 1934 show $454,333 
worth equipment sent abroad, more than half which, 
$269,669, was purchased the United Kingdom. Can- 
ada followed with $77,000; France, $25,910; and Swe- 
den, $22,666. 1937 total foreign trade bookbinding 
machinery rose $546,610, but exports the United 
Kingdom fell $157,042. The new markets for that 
year were the U.S.S.R. with $68,196, and the Union 
South Africa for $70,051. Swedish sales rose $71,000 
and France $38,000. 

the years that followed the total amount book- 
binding equipment export steadily dropped. Current 
export figures, for obvious reasons, are still strictly con- 
European exports dropped, sales bookbinding equip- 
ment and accessories South America and Canada rose 
greatly. review BaBP’s studies these bookmaking 
fields (see August, December, 1943) shows the 
reason for these spurts. 

Most practical suggestion yet offered the subject 
international trade was advanced James Thomp- 
son, president the McGraw-Hill Book Co., the 
spring meeting the BMI. cannot expect South 
America want our books equipment, Thompson 


said essence, they not know what have. Last 
year the United States sent five publishers South 
America investigate conditions and the available 
markets. Now the time reciprocate and invite the 
leading representatives South American book 
facturing visit the United States and study our 
methods. Only through realizing the advantages and 
superiority American bookbinding equipment can our 
neighbors join the mutual exchange books, ma- 
chinery, and experience that will follow after the war.

CAN THE FOREIGN PURCHASER, then, expect from 
America the way bookbinding machinery? The 
answer that this simple and straightforward 
facturers bookbinding machinery which summarizes 
the feelings almost all. 

“As regards the opening our business with Eng- 
land and other countries again, think will depend 
almost entirely when shipping space available and 
anyone who tries determine this merely guessing.

BMI analyzes controls 


much the WLB wage and salary increase regulations has 
been something brow-wrinkler for many bindery employ- 
ers who wish keep their employees happy the face the 
labor shortage. welcome beam light procedures has 
just been released the Book Manufacturers’ Institute, con- 
sisting detailed review and explanation the WLB 
regulations, compiled the Institute’s General Counsel, 
Raymond Tiffany, collaboration with Benjamin Werne,

summary its chief points. 

One thing borne mind that the WLB regulations 
are based wages effect before October 1942. 
Salaries are based the amount paid before October 
27, 1942. Any plans for increases, bonuses, promotions, in- 
centive pay, etc., should checked first all against prac- 
tices operation your plant those dates. cases where 
new business has been started taken over, new job 
classifications set since that date, check should made 
prevailing regional individual wage and salary rates 
with your regional WLB office, that basis payments 
can arrived at. 


how many you employ? 


less persons can adjust wages and sal- 
aries without WLB approval, provided their rates are not sub- 
ject regional, industry association regulations. 

Those who employ less persons may make increases 
without WLB approval, provided the increases not exceed 
cents per straight-time hour for any individual and the total 
amount increases does not average more than cents per 
hour for all employees the date the increases. 


“Employers more persons can make wage salary 
adjustments without WLB approval only under the plans 
effect October, 1942. All other adjustments must receive it. 

Approval not required cases where the increases not 
bring the wage rate above cents hour. 

Increases made comply with state minimum wage laws 
must receive WLB approval, unless they not result 
rate over cents hour. 

Bonuses, fees, gifts, commissions, may continued 
the same rates amounts practice the preceding year, 
but the rate fixed amount these payments cannot 
increased without approval. 


job classifications 


Tue WLB each employer have laid out plan 
job classifications, with the minimum and maximum pay rates 
included each classification. This plan should include the 
conditions under which employee may move from one 
classification another, well arrangements force 
regards apprentices and training programs.

When requests for increases are made the WLB, 
tailed explanation must accompany the request. complete 
plan your wage and salary set-up must included, with 
the job classifications enumerated, and the reasons for the 
desired increases. Any increases which will result 
appreciable rise the over-all level production costs, 
which are used basis for increased prices, must 
receive WLB approval. Approval also must obtained for 
any increases contrary the terms collective bargaining 
agreement already force.

During the 
past three four seasons, the programs were turned 
out auto trailer means specially built Cot- 
trell rotary printing, folding, and stitching unit. The 
current boom racing attendance, with the consequent 
demand for more programs, made change necessary, 
additional trailer equipment was not available. Saving 
paper was accomplished eliminating advertising 
from the programs. 

The trailer unit held emergency stand-in 
the track where the horses are running. anything 
should badly wrong the Belmont shop, the 
crowds show signs hitting the overflow mark, this 
equipment starts rolling. can deliver 30,000 programs 
during working morning, thus making possible com- 
bined production 75,000—which should plenty, 
unless the fans completely berserk this summer. 

Binding equipment the Belmont plant consists 
Cleveland “B” folders, Christensen wire stitchers, 
and Seybold power cutter. The printed sheets are fed 
the bindery Kelly No. presses, stereotype 
department, and linotype machine. Twenty-four per- 
sons are employed, half them the bindery.

38” sheet; the 12-pages, 4-up, side, 25” 38” 
sheet. The sheets are cut half the folders, leaving 
complete books saddle-stitched unit. After 
the stitching, slice the cutting machine separates the 
two programs and trim made complete the job. 

The whole small plant works from operation opera- 
tion progressive assembly-line fashion. The room 
shaped. the tip the short leg the “L,” the 
office Official Program Co., which publishes the books 
for the racing associations.

GIEGENGACK PRODUCTION printing and 
bookbinding can “streamlined” mass-production basis 
Giegengack, Public Printer, made clear talk given 
before 230 members and guests the Chicago Club Print- 
ing House Craftsmen February 15. 

“The establishment schedules,” said Giegengack de- 
scribing methods production control used the GPO, the 
world’s largest printing plant, “is the climax all planning— 
planning which intended remove the obstacles uninter- 
tupted production—the first step toward mass production. The 
goal overcome the numerous stops and starts waiting 
for proof, waiting for stock, waiting for O.K., waiting for 
forms—and the indecision which job must first, 
whether work overtime tonight, and forth—all 
these practices too common among printers. 

“Upon completion the planning and the production 
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schedule, two records are furnished the progress-control 
units. The first master record the basic information 
describing the job and the several control dates set for its 
production. This record maintained for reference future 
transactions with the agency, and filed numerical order 
without regard the schedule dates. The second, and more 
important, series visible records maintained for each 
controlled item production, such submission and return 
proofs. 

“You might refer our type production control the 
‘push and pull’ method. Each operation the job 
‘pushed’ through routine manner the section accord- 
ance with the schedule, and each section involved the sub- 
sequent operation ‘pulls’ the job into its operation the 
basis information which has work must accomplish.” 


PLASTIC new process for making plastic half- 
tone cuts without acid etching the use zinc has been 
developed the Gannet newspapers, according John 
Burke, production manager for the chain. Instead using 
strip film the photo-engraving camera, the “Photocast” 
process begins with gelatin emulsion paper upon which the 
picture photographed through line screen. The paper 
developed, treated chemically, and then placed face down 
upon polished copper surface which adheres. agi- 
tated washout bath first removes the paper backing and later 
the gelatin areas which have not been exposed light action, 
leaving the imagine relief the copper surface. 

After being hardened chemical treatment the copper 
surface, image side up, placed contact with pre-heated 
plastic material hydraulic press, set for uniform 16-gage 
thickness. Pressure applied, forcing the softened plastic 
into the gelatin image the copper surface. After cooling 
and hardening the plastic sheet removed from the copper 
plate and ready for trimming and use making stereotypes. 


GOOD SUGGESTIONS Maybe it’s the influence bud- 
ing trees something, but OPA report came recently 
with quite cheering little item. concerned suggestion boxes 
industrial plants—those slot-topped contraptions which are 
supposed filled each week with helpful hints from em- 
ployees care tools and machines, increased efficiency, 
ways and means turn out better product. case you 
hadn’t noticed, there are lot green employees around 
these days, and some plant managers are apt scoff the 
idea any really practical suggestions coming from these 
rookies. 

OPA claims that sort reasoning all wrong. Experience 
has shown that usable ideas actually have increased many 
plants where inexperienced help has been employed. Why? 
Because the new workers don’t know things “can’t done.” 
result, they put their minds problems which old-timers 
have got into the habit considering unsolvable. Every once 
awhile the newcomer comes with something good. 

There moral here for binders and book manufacturers, 
who certainly have their share—perhaps more than their share 
—of inexperienced workers. encouraged, some these 
people might very well originate useful ideas, simply because 
they are unaware that something impossible. Not knowing 
it’s impossible, they ahead and figure out way it. 

Anyway, that’s the theory, and OPA claims has worked 
out practice. seems worth trying, any rate.

tell the book cloth industry has not materialized. Nor, 
for that matter, have the gloomy predictions that before 
long cloth-bound books would passé the face 
paper covers and cloth scarcity. 1943 some 200,000,- 
000 books still managed blossom into production 
adequately clothed—perhaps more somber colors, 
even bit the thready side—but cloth-covered never- 
theless. 

Threatened scarcity may not have become grave 
most thought would be, but that not say 
that the bookcloth supply situation beyond good and 
evil.

The original design for Cheltenham was intended 
follow the contemporary trend towards solid, sturdy 
letters, soften some the harsh qualities Morris’s 
Golden type, and arrive point somewhere between 
that and the basic Jenson. least the drawing con- 
veys that impression.

economy, and eminent readability. Yet printers and 
readers alike have turned away from it. Perhaps 
not nervous enough for contemporary taste, which seems 
prefer crispness suavity. 

for types that might have been popular but failed 
click, faces not easily available that could used 
advantage, they have not had sufficient use for fair 
test. Goudy’s Italian Old Style and Deepdene have been 
used very well few books. Estienne, somewhat simi- 
lar weight Italian Old Style, appears rarely 
though makes beautiful page. Centaur deserves 
more attention than gets, and Bembo, one the best 
cuttings all time, practically unknown.

artime PAPER SHORTAGES 
may have hit the trade book fairly hard, but publishers, 
designers, and bookbinders have been able cope with 
the challenge—at least the field juveniles. This was 
quite evident the second A.I.G.A. exhibition books 
made for children which opened April the lounge 
the Junior League Club, 221 East St., N.Y.C. 
Fifty-six books were chosen from about 225 submitted. 

Some the difficulties making proper selection 
were humorously outlined Frances Clarke Sayers, 
the children’s division, Public Library, who com- 
mented the fact that several juveniles which appeared 
the “50 Books the Year” were not submitted 
the Children’s Book Show. Many publishers, who had 
also produced other juveniles note, were not fully 
represented. While the books, which were chosen 
from two year’s production, were therefore not truly the 
“best” they did nevertheless represent the various solu- 
tions the wartime problems faced publishers, de- 
and manufacturers. 
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Curiously enough, the most striking item juvenile 
production for the past two years was altogether missing 
the exhibition. “Toy” animated books, the produc- 
tion man’s delight and the bookbinder’s problem, were 
excluded from the exhibition, leaving only the “pure” 
books the somewhat lonely stage.

PHILADELPHIA BOOK CLINIC 


The April 18th meeting the Book Clinic the Philadel- 
phia Graphic Arts Forum Mr. Frank 
Sherman, Director Advertising and Publicity the Lans- 
ton Monotype Company.

Mr. Sherman said the Bible far the world’s most popu- 
lar book. has been printed something like 1200 different 
languages and dialects, and believes one were estimate 
the number copies that have been printed date, billion 
copies would not far off. The two standard versions the 
Bible are the King James, used the Protestant church, 
and the Vulgate used the Catholic church. 

The earliest specimen book printing from movable type 
the Bible printed German, Guttenberg, 1456. Early 
Bibles were printed free any decorations that the buyer 
could select the type embellisment, binding, etc., wanted. 

Around 1480-90, Anton Koberger further commercialized the 
selling Bibles setting what might compared our 
present day chain store system. had score more 
book stores the Continent, and Bible printing plant hous- 
ing many twenty presses. Mr. Sherman exhibited leaf 
from the Koberger 1587 Bible. Bible printed DeLyra 
1589 could seen that less space was devoted the 
text than the commentary. 

Among other Bible pages exhibited, was reproduction 
the Wm. Tyndale New Testament, printed English the 
Continent 1525, over which great deal controversy arose. 
1535 the Miles Coverdale Bible was printed, the first com- 
plete English Bible including both the Old and New Testa- 
ment. was printed Zurich, Switzerland, and contained the 
first use the English Text letter Bible. 

Under Henry the 8th, the Great Bible was produced. 
was translated into the English language Miles Coverdale. 
Its title page was ornamented with woodcuts the famous 
Court painter, Hans Holbein. 

Then there was the Bishop’s Bible, 1568, the title page 
which was printed from hand-engraved copper plate; 1611 
saw the printing the first King James edition. The asterisk 
and other reference marks, which were the invention print- 
ers, came into use Bibles from about 1540 1600. 

Among the outstanding “first” Bibles represented the 
“new world” were the John Elliot Indian Bible printed the 
Algonquin dialect Cambridge, Mass., 1663; the Chris- 
topher Sauer Bible, first printed European language 
(German) 1743, Germantown, Pa., and the Robert Aitken 
“Bible the Revolution” 1779, Philadelphia, which was 
subsidized Act Congress given soldiers upon 
out the Continental Army. 

With reference the Oxford Lectern Bible, Mr. Sherman 
“The new Oxford Lectern Bible deserves rated 
among the finest books ever printed letterpress. be- 
yond question the first folio volume produced since the 
Bible John Baskerville (1763) which stands com- 


parison with the great Bibles produced early printers. 
was planned, the format established and the typographic lay- 
out made Mr. Bruce Rogers, and printed England under 
his supervision the University Press, Oxford. Nearly four 
years were required complete the work. 

The complete Bible runs 1238 pages. The type page 
this size being inconvenient handle except lectern 
200 copies intended for general distribution were divided into 
two volumes, duplicate title pages and suitable half-titles be- 
ing supplied. These were printed handmade deckle-edge 
paper, each volume weighing pounds. 180 copies were 
offered for sale $265.00 each, copies being allotted 
Mr. Rogers for distribution America. One copy the Bible 
was printed special hand-made ‘fiber paper, with full 
leather binding, and presented Mr. Rogers the Library 
Congress. The cost printing this copy was approximately 
$1200, paid voluntary contributions. The type used the 
Oxford Bible 18-point Bible Centaur keyboarded and cast 
the Monotype Type-setting Machine. 

Mr. Sherman presented each member attending the meet- 
ing booklet designed and printed under supervision Bruce 
Rogers containing Mr. Rogers’ own story “The Making 
the Oxford Lectern Bible.’ The Monotype matrices used 
setting type for the booklet were the identical matrices used 
set the Oxford Lectern Bible, and were imported for the sole 
purpose producing the booklet. 


CHICAGO BOOK CLINIC 


The Chicago Book Clinic learned from experts Harold Cum- 
mings and Roy Ferdinand Newman-Rudolph Lithograph 
Co., the postwar possibilities offset compared letter- 
press when the April group gathered Normandy House. 

Outlining some the high points the development 
offset during the past years, Cummings stated that the 
beginning only one color was used whereas today four are 
used with the same ease and rapidity. the postwar era 
larger presses will built and rotary types are even now 
the test stage that two sides may printed once. 

The value this type printing compared with letter- 
press was freely discussed during the open forum period, 
which animated discussion was carried on. Some the 
editors present had used offset successful books, others re- 
ported they found expensive. answer these questions, 
Cummings explained that for certain types books this was 
ideal, but such book arithmetic where types 
problems and instruction were being constantly changed, 
offset would prove more expensive than letterpress. long 
runs, the process has proved less expensive than letter press, 
Cummings continued, explaining that long runs meant 
books that began 50,000 100,000 and up. 

Offset does not require much makeready time but because 
the operators receive higher wage than the workers letter- 
press, there saving only the accuracy and speed with 
which the work completed. The fact that black and white 
photograph can adapted color makes such process im- 
portant and largely such facts, well the basic 
principle offset that the work has progressed high point 
which editors recognize, the speaker asserted. 

Both speakers answered questions freely and not only made 
their point the difference between the two types work 
but had exhibit plates and progressive proofs that gave 
vivid picture the process editors who had been contem- 
plating such work.

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Production Primer

were rather luxury instead commonplace item life, 
printed sheets were folded hand, the workers frequently 
ysing strip polished hard bone “folder” press the 
folds flat, and later slit the sheets. Pages were usually im- 
posed for simple fold, and seldom exceeded pages 
signature. 

however, the simple bone folder has been converted 
into high speed mechanical folder which can take 
printed sheets with many pages and fold them swiftly 
into complete signatures, sometimes 32s following 
each other, 16s inserted, all depending upon the im- 
position the pages when printed. 

There are major makes book folding machines, Dexter 
and Chambers. some instances, Cleveland job machines are 
for special work. There are two basic principles fold- 
ing, one which the tap and knife method—the oldest type 
other the loop buckle type. The most common book 
work the first the two. 

folders and runs books became correspondingly larger, 
methods automatic feeding already use were adapted 
the machines. Thus there are two types use today. one, 
the cross feeder, sheets are placed feeder table reverse 
the position which the sheets are fed into the folder. The 
edges are fanned out around large roller and, carried 
tapes, are fed, one one, into the folding mechanism, each 
sheet being carefully fed the guides. 

The second method the pile feed, which the sheets are 
stacked they are fed into the machine, sort 
adjustable hoist, which inches upward the sheets are with- 
drawn from the pile suction tips, after which the sheet 
fed the guides. 

The earliest tape and knife models were introduced about 
years ago. The basic principle that the printed sheets 
are carried into the various sets folding knives blades 
evenly spaced endless tapes, until they fetch against 
adjustable end stop guide which positions them for the 
downward action the knife. The knife, actuated cam 
mechanism, drives the sheet between the two knurled rollers 
which make the fold. Side register obtained gripper 
device, not unlike that used the press, which moves the 
sheet correct position before the actual folding operation. 
The blades are usually equipped with needlelike points which 
hold the sheet position for the folding. 

The first fold being completed, the sheet then carried 
similar sets tapes through other operations until the com- 
pletely folded signature delivered the end. 

The two major types folds found book work are par- 
allel and right angle folds. The latter, name suggests, 
means that each fold made the sheet right angles 
its predecessor. parallel folding each fold parallel 
the preceding one. 

The three most common types machine edition bind- 
ing are the book and job folders, double and quadruple 
“quad” folders. The former used primarily book 
work for small extra forms, and can handle sheet sizes rang- 
ing from 89” 52” 48” 71”, and prodyce four right 
angle folds. may also equipped with additional attach- 
ments. Most firms also operate jobber for these extra forms 
whose range folds almost unlimited, since equipped 
with four right angle and two parallel sections. The maximum 
sheet size 46” 70”. 

THE 16” 
folder offers two major alternatives—there are 
any number variations possible. The sheets may folded 
two 16s, slit apart and inserted automatically one into the 
other the machine, delivered two 16s following each 
other. These are known respectively Double Insert 
Double Straight (see the chapter imposition for further 
two the same manner. The sheet sizes range from 20” 
THE 
the “high production” machine for book 
and was designed specifically for that purpose. will 
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produce four 16-page signatures, two 32-page signatures 
trom single sheet, and the fastest and most efficient ma- 
chine for large edition work. operation, the sheet folded 
first with two parallel folds, then slit into four sections, and 
each section given third fold right angles the first. The 
folded 16-page signatures may delivered separately, the 
two outside sections may inserted make two 32-page sig- 
natures. Its sheet range from 22” 30” 42” 56” the 
major makes. 

the sheets are folded over and over, obvious that 
certain amount air will build the creases, which may 
cause buckles and wrinkles. Consequently, almost all types 
folders are equipped with perforating slitting devices which 
open these folds and allow the air escape, and prevent 
the aforementioned wrinkles, especially heavy stock. Trim- 
mers are also provided trim the off edge the sheet, thus 
making all signatures uniform width. 

The folded signatures are delivered into trough-shaped 
packers, that bundles them may quickly withdrawn 
feed the hopper boxes the gathering machines. Or, they may 
stacked the signature bundling machines compressors 
extract the last iota air, tied for storage. 

LOOP FOLDERS 
THE FOLDER more commonly found job and small 
publication work, but because its speed and range folds, 
frequently used subsidiary machine which run 
and 8-page book forms, such inserts, illustration signa- 
tures, 

The basic principle this type folder lies the nest 
knurled rollers into which the sheet fed, series 
diagonal, closely spaced high speed feed rollers. The sheet 
forced between the upper and lower plates folding plate 
grid. this takes place, the forward edge the sheet 
strikes deflector with adjustable gauge, forcing the sheet 
buckle. This loop buckle the sheet, when makes 
the knurling the folding rollers, causes the 
sheet pulled through between them, thus completing the 
fold. adjusting the deflector, possible bypass any 
one more the numerous sets folding plates with which 
these machines are equipped. 

The high speeds which modern folding machines operate 
match those almost any other machine used book produc- 
tion. Most folders will operate efficiently speeds from 
3000 signatures per hour high 25,000 some special 
machines. The normal range, however, between 2,500 and 
4,000. The loop folders are the faster type. 

Special attachments for folding thin papers, the shape
